I'd like to see a photo of this unit, with the large knob and frequency 
scale removed. I suspect that this unit has been modified. My guess is 
that it is a "heterodyne" frequency calibrator. An external RF source was 
fed to the input, and "beat" with the internal crystal oscillator. The 
internal circuit would include a crystal oscillator, a mixer, a detector, 
and an audio stage. It looks like the large dial (connected to a variable 
capacitor?) was added, to "pull" the oscillator frequency up or down by a 
small amount - though I'm not sure why. Possibly to make it easier to 
calibrate against WWV? The original design would probably have a small 
screwdriver adjustable cap in the oscillator circuit, for calibration. 


As I recall, General Radio made a similar unit.

Dave, not only have I seen one, I'm looking at a model 111-B 
Measurements Corp. Crystal Calibrator even as I write. The 
difference between the 111 and 111-B is the lowest frequency: 250 Khz 
in the plain model, 100 in the -B. 


Unforutnately, the unit you picture only started life as a 111, and 
someone has turned it into something else. That "frequency" dial does 
not belong on there. What does belong on the front panel there is a 
"Modulation" toggle switch. 


What's inside is a crystal oscillator with a pair of tuned 
multivibrator circuits that lock onto the the crystal circuit to 
provide the other tuned frequencies. There are adjustable tanks to 
tune the count-downs for the multivibrators. The modulator circuit is, 


as I recall, a 400 Hz setup using an audio transformer, similar to 
what's in most radio shop VFO signal generators. I don't recall 
whether I have a factory manual on the thing, or just sketched out the 
circuit myself---I've had it about fifteen years. As I recall I paid 
$1 for it at a hamfest because nobody knew what it was or what it was 
used for. As I recall, it's also got an internal mixer so that you 
can use it as a fixed BFO-type oscillator. 


The Millen "Secondary Frequency Standard" is an identical unit in 
principle. 


Very handy if you are lining up tuned circuits in something like a 
superhet receiver. The oscillators are very rich in harmonics, so you 
can peg down a couple of harmonic frequencies, then switch down and 
"whistle in" a picket fence of signals across the dial. Same is true 
for calibrating received signals on the receiver. It's a "secondary" 
standard traceable to NIST if you whistle it against WWV---the 
multivibrator tanks only pinpoint the coundown, so all three 
frequencies are accurate against the primary crystal. 


You'll have to investigate the mods. Somebody may have tried to turn 
it into a wannabe BC-221 device with that dial.

Jim, I'm no chemist but this is what learned by accident: What makes paint 
durable is not so much by application of heat, but by what method achieves 
xcross linkingx of the paint vehicle. I once used an ultraviolet lamp to 
dry paint and was astounded at the result. The paint was scratch proof for 
all practicle purposes compared to normal air drying. It was nothing 
special, just acrylic spray enamel. The trick is to get ultraviolet light 
of suitable intensity. You want the kind that will blind you if stare at it 
unprotected. Although I haven't tried it, removing the outer glass shield 
from mercury vapor lamp bulbs should do the trick. Available from your home 
improvement center in outdoor security light fixtures, etc. Keep the 
kiddies away....

This appears to be the transmitting version of the TCI-530-N-02 
omnidirectional receiving antenna. See:

We have two (!) at KPH/KSM. They're outstanding antennas, but of course 
the receiving location at the edge of the Pacific in a rural area doesn't 
hurt. 


We also have a TCI-540 gain omni which is a truly amazing looking antenna.

Since we're speaking of antennas I'll mention that we are partly through a 
program of antenna maintenance and restoration at KPH/KSM. As of today at 
the receive site we have, in addition to the 3 TCI antennas, 2 rhombics 
069 and 340) and 1 V beam (258). When we're done we should have another 
rhombic (209) and another V beam (115). In fact we'll have more receiving 
antennas than we have buttons on the antenna selection panels! Yes, it's 
a tough life, I know. 


At the transmitting site several double extended Zepps and H over 2 
antennas that were down will be re-erected and several feedline faults 
(such as missing spreaders allowing the feeders to short) will be cleared. 


All are invited to visit. Please contact me first if you are making a 
special trip so we can be sure personnel are on hand to give you the A 
tour.

Please accept this periodic posting as it is intended: 
A suggestion that will help everyone on the list... 


Many many of the members of the list read through text-based mailers on 
systems of other than WIntel origins... this is particularly true for 
those members who are "off-shore" where the technology is too expensive 
to justify. Just keep in mind that NOT everyone reads the list postings 
with the very latest windowed technology. 


PLEASE avoid the use of HTML and "quoted printable" in your email. If 
you don't know what this means, then PLEASE get help and set your mailer 
up so that you send your posts to the list in "PLAIN TEXT" only, with NO 
fancy HTML.... generally, avoid fancy fonts and colors, which will force 
your mailer to use the fancy stuff, and creates the problem. 


There is a Web Site that tells how to send Plain Text for virtually xALLx* 
email software, INCLUDING AOL and CompuServe! It has detailed instructions 


for each mailer and should be followed closely... 


This way we can reduce or even ELIMINATE the dreaded "Forbidden Message 
Format" block that trails so many emails...

Where you will find good reasons for NOT sending html "pretty print" 
and good techniques for sending only plain text. 


You may have seen "FORBIDDEN FORMAT" in a post to the list, and wondered 


what happened... it is the phrase we insert to let the poster know that 
the post contained a binary, an attachment, HTML, a "vcard" or some other 
format that presents a problem to the List Processor... it enforces 


consideration of your fellow BoatAnchors members. 


PLEASE use only plain text. 


PLEASE Get help with setting your mailer to not send the 
fancy HTML and quoted printable. 


PLEASE GO TO http://www.expita.com/nomime. html 
PLEASE be considerate of the list resources and your fellow members.
